The temperance question 13 beginning 


to oat quit^ a figure iu American poli- 
tics. The election in Ohio last year 
was fought out over the Poud law, a 
somewhat prohibitionai-y measure, and 
resulted in the defeat of the Repabli- 
'cans. Thousands of Democrats voted 
for the Republican ticket, bat a great 
many more thousands of Republicans 
voted against their own natural ticket 
on account of the championship of the 
Pond law by the Republicans as a party. 
The question again oomes'np this year, 
but in a modified form, centering upon 
the principles contained in what is 
termed the Scott law, which licenses 
but does not prohibit. The Republi- 
cans support it, and the Democrats will 
opposa. The Republicans of Illinois 
nave pushed through the so-called Hur- 
per bill, similar in its provisious to the 
Ohio Scott law, and in hopes of "catch- 
ing votes" the Democrats oppose it. 
Portland, Oregon, held a municipal 
election Monday, the question being 
high license or low license. The Sun 
day law legislation of the Republicans 
materially aided in the defeat of their 
party in California last Fall. It is pos- 
sible that the Republicans of Ohio and 
Illinois hare undertaken n task too 
difficult to perform, but should they 
succeed, they will find that the result 
will be about what Nevada has experi- 
enced by 
licensing 
gambling—the 


higher the license the less gambling, 
and in that an abatement of its evils, 
just the same as a high liquor license 
will cleau out numberless small dives 
and doggerels.

Columbus, Nevada: 


Dear Sirs: I have the honor to ac- 


knowledge the receipt of your letter, 
asking my opinion as to the legal rights 
of a Chinese child in our public schools 


Irrespective of race or color, the basis 


of apportionment of school moneys in 
this State has always been the whole 
number of children of school age. They, 
from whom school moneys are received, 
are legally entitled, in some way, to 
have the benefit of such moneys. I be- 
lieve the genius of our free institutions 
is that there shall be "no taxation with- 
out representation." Chinese pay prop- 
erty tax, poll tax, and special school 
tax, when levied, the same as do all 
other residents of this State. 
If denied 


admission to the public schools, the 
law must make an invidious distinction 
against the Chinese as a raoe,Jand no 
such distinction exists in our constitu- 
tion or statute books. 
The word "for- 


eigners" is a term used in thOjConstita- 
tion, but in no sense is it restricted to 
any particular nationality, or nationali- 
ties. 
In the case of the State of Ne- 


vada v. Ah. Chew [16 Nevada Reports, 
58] Judge Hawley says: "There is no 
discrimination in the Statues against any 
person because of his race or color. 
Appellant had all the privileges guaran- 
teed to the subjects of the most favored 
nation. 
H* had the same rights as an 


unuataralized white person from Eng. 
land, Germany, or any other foreign 
country;" and who will say that there 
is any shadow of law against the chil- 
dren of the latter attending the public 
school ? 


In law there can be no restrictions 


which are neither expressed nor im- 
plied. 
Respecting any race or class 


distinction in our public schools, not a 
line, riot a word, not a syllable is found, 
either in the constitution or in our stat- 
ute books. 
Statutory enactments may 


supply what the constitution omits; and 
the statute reads, "The school census 
shall consist of all children between 
the ages of six and eighteen years." 
In our compulsory school law is found, 
"Every parent, guardian,or other person 
in the State of Nevada, having control 
or charge of a child or children, betweou 
the ages of eight and fourteen years, 
shall be required to send such child or 
children to the public school for a 
period of at least sixteen weeks in 
each school year." Without any quali- 
fication, without any restriction any- 
where, the foregoing are the expressed 
provisions of our law relating to school 
children—mandatory, plain, and mean- 
ing, I think, just what is written, "ALI, 
CHILDBBN between the ages of six and 
eighteen years." 


Again, it would seem that a former 


Legislature took this view of 
the 


question. 
In the statutes of Nevada, 


1864-6, page 426. Sec. 50, is found 
"Negroes, Mongolians, and Indians 
shall not be admitted into the public 
schools," etc. It cannot be presumed 
otherwise than that, previous to this 
act of the Legislaturej Negroes, Mon- 
golians, and Indians had the right to 
attend the public schools; otherwise, to 
hnve enacted such a law would be an 
exhibition of inexcusable ignorance. 
In tho Statutes of Nevada of 1873, page 
162, said Sec. 5,0, is amended, and the 
torogoing restriction is omitted; the 
Legislature evidently believing, and I 
think with reason, that this would re- 
store to the children of Negroes, Mon- 
golians, and Indians the same uchool 
fight enjoyed by them previous to 1864. 
It' this be not their reasoning, why was 
this said See. 50 repealed? Is it not 
universally true that the repeal of a 
prohibitory law restores in spirit all the 
former privileges? 


Even bad not said Section 50 been 


repealed, its constitutionality in rela- 
tion to the Chinese would be in ques- 
tion. In Nevada Reports, Vol. VII., 
page 342, there appears the case of 
"The State of Nevada ex rel David 
Stoutemeyer vs. James Duffy et als." 
In this case the Supreme Conrt dacided 
that the Trustees had iiO right to ex- 
clude David Stoutemeyer, a colored 
minor, from'the public schools, such an 
act being unconstitutional. 


In 
rendering this decision Judge 


Whitman says, "It may be said that the 
Constitution nowhere in express terms 
provides for the education of all chil- 
dren within certain ages. If HO, then 
i nowhere provides for the education 
of any. 
If any are orovided for, then 


all are. 
. . . " It the reading 


suggested be the proper one, and I 
think it is, then the action of the Legis- 
lature in passing Section 50 of the 
School Law quoted, was unconstitu- 
tional"—not the part of Section 50 re- 
lating to negroes does the learned Judge 
say is unconstitutional, but Section 50. 
la his opinion giver/in the same case, 
and BS to what children shall or shall 


not be admitted to the privileges of the 
public schools, Judge Lewis says, "It 
in confined to no class, race or locality." 
While there 'may be, and are, some 
differences between. Negroes and Mon- 
golians, in their relations to the Gen- 
eral Government, our Supreme Court, 
in rendering a decision in the said test 
case of Negroes, made use of asser- 
tions that seem to include Mongolians 
as well. 


Should there yet remain any doubt iu 


the mind respecting the legality , of the 
attendance of Chinese children upon 
our public schools, the action of the 
General Government Is conclusive evi- 
dence that this problem has been solved 
for every State in the Union, Now, 
Article VI, Sec. 2, ol the Constitution 
of the United States says that "All 
treaties made under the authority of 
the United States shall, be the supreme 
law of the laud; and the Judges in 
every State shall be bound thereby, and 
anything in the Constitution or laws of 
the State to the contrary, notwithstand- 
ing." 
In Art. 3 of the treaty of the 


United States with China in 1868, is 
found : "Chinese subjects visiting or 
residing in the United States shall en- 
joy the same privileges, immunities and 
exemptions in respect to travel or resi- 
dence, as may be enjoyed by the citi- 
zens or subjects <f>l the most favored 
nations." Art. 7 reads : ''Citizens of 
the United States shall enjoy all the 
privileges of the public educational in- 
stitutions under the control of govern- 
ment of China, and reciprocally Chinese 
subjects shall enjoy all the privileges of 
the 
public 
educational 
institutions 


under the control of the Government of 
the United States, which are enjoyed in 
the respective counties by the citizens 
or subjects of the most favored nations." 
It may be said that the foregoing ap- 
plies only to national schools, such as 
are at Annapolis and West Point. But, 
if a State have no right to legislate 
against the Chinese, or, having such 
right and not exercising it, the same 
principle would hold respecting public 
educational institutions 
under State 


governments. In 3 Sawyer, 144, is 
found the case of "Iu re Ah Fong." In 
his opinion there given and of the ef- 
fect of the Fourteenth Amendment on 
the Chinese of this country, Mr. Justice 
Field says : "It also enacts that no 
State shall deprive any person (dropping 
the distinctive designation ' of citizens) 
of life, liberty or property without due 
process of law; nor deny to any -person 
the equal protection of the laws. Dis- 
criminating and particular legislation, 
favoring particular persons, or against 
particular persons of the same class, is 
now prohibited." 
In the now consti- 


tution of California the following was 
inserted : "No corporation now exist- 
ing, or hereafter formed under the laws 
of this State, shall, after the adoption 
of this Constitution, employ, directly or 
indirectly, in any capacity, any Chi- 
nese or Mongolians," In the case of 
"In re Tiburicio Parrott" Judges Saw- 
yer and Hoffman decide that the Legis- 
lature can not be empowered by the 
State constitution "to forbid the em- 
ployment by corporations of persons of 
a particular class or nationality," the 
same being discriminating legislation. 
If a State has no constitutional right to 
enact laws discriminating against any 
certain class of persons in business er 
commercial relations, neither has it 
such right to discriminate when it ef- 
fects the dearest interests of our freo in- 
stitutions, the public school. 


Since the treaty with China is as bind 


ing upon the people as is the Constita 
tion of the United States, and since 
Articles 6 and 7 of said treaty are ex- 
plicit in stating the obligations of our 
government in its treatment of Chinese 
subjects, I am forced to the conclusion 
that both the State of Nevada and the 
United States Government have given 
to Chinese children 
residing 
here, 


(whether born here or in China), the 
same legal rights as are enjoyed by the 
children of the most favored nations 
and the moat privileged classes.
